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Continuation of 13. Other: Because all the claimed limitations of dependent claim 7 weren't included in independent claim 1, the 
proposed amendment raises new issues. Claims 8 and 22 have the same problem. For this reason, a new search is required. 

In response to Applicant's argument that the Examiner has combined an excessive number of references, reliance on a large number of 
references in a rejection does not,, without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed invention. See In re Gorman, 933 F.2d 
982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

In response to Applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F,2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In the case at bar, Applicant argues Rhee does not teach or suggest 
a function for translating two-way conversation data. However the Examiner does not rely on Rhee to prove the data is two-way 
conversation data. Rather, the Examiner employs Rhee to demonstrate that translating audio data from a first language to a second 
language has been well known for many generations. Hence, the base references describe the claimed two-way conversation (audio) 
data, while Rhee is used to show that it is well known to translate audio data from one language to another. The Examiner also submits 
that the mechanisms used in translating one-way audio data is no different than the mechanism used in translating two-way conversation 
data. To the extent that a different set of claims, claimed translating three-way, four-way or five-way conversation data, would those 
claims be distinct from the presently claimed two-way conversation data? Two and two have been added together, and still they make 
only four." Great Atlantic & Pac. Tea Co. v. Supermarket Equipment Corp. 340 U.S. 152. 

Lastly, the Examiner would like to indicate that the claimed translating limitation is functionally equivalent to the claimed converting 
limitation in claim 7. Nowhere does the translating limitation of claim 7 require translation from one language to another (see claim 28). 
Consequently Bulthuis reads on the claimed translating limitation as currently claimed in claim 7 (see the transcribing feature described 
at paragraph 0010). For these reasons, the Examiner canont allow the claims as presently claimed. 
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
